PLICATION, HOWEVER, SINCE HE IS EXPECTED TO STAY AT A DIFFERENT 
hotel FROM CARAVEL. 

2 . CARAVEL WAS INFORMED OF THE SUBSTANCE OF REFERENCE B, 

BEING MERELY TOLD THAT HEADQUARTERS HAD RESERVATIONS CONCERNING 
HIS SAFETY If HE SHOULD TRAVEL TO CUBA ON KUBARK'S BEHALF. CARAvEL 
COHMENTCD THAT HE HAD NO DESIRE TO FACE A CUBAN KANGAROO COURT OR 
FIRING SQUAD MO NO INTENTION OF BECOMING A RECKLESS HERO AT THIS 
LATE DATE, BUT THAT IF THE RISK WERE REASONABLE AND A USEFUL PURPOSE 
WERE TO BE SERVED BY SUCH A VISIT, HE WAS QUITE PREPARED TO UNDER- 
TAKE IT, CARAVEL WILL INITIATE TELEPHONE CONTACT WITH HEADQUARTERS 
l^#4EDIATELY UPON ARRIVAL IN WASHINGTON, POSSIBLY ON 30 SEPTEMBER, 

OR AT LEAST BY THE FOLLOWING MONDAY. 



3 . DURING THE MEETING, CARAVEL ALSO REPORTED THAT HE HAD 
talked TO REG. DIR. OR. ANU/ REUTER OF REFERAT VI A 3 OF THE 
INTERIOR MINISTRY, WHO TOCO HIM THAT MINISTERI ALRAT OR LEGATIONSRAT 
1 . KL. /FNU/ HOFFMANN OF THE FOREIGN OFFICE /THE OFFICIAL "RESPON- 
SIBLE" FOR THE MATTER OF CARAVEL'S INVITATION TO CUBA/ HAD APPROVED 
Of CARAVEL'S ACCEPTING THIS INVITATION, OR. RUDOLF TOYKA OF THE 
INTERIOR MINISTRY SEPARATELY TOLD CARAVEL THAT HE HAD BROUGHT THE 
MATTER TO THE ATTENTION OF A SUPERIOR OFFICER IN THE FOREIGN OFFICE. 
MINISTERIAL OIREKTOR GEORG FERDINAND OUCKWITZ, BUT TOYKA HAD HEARD 
NOTHING FROM OUCKWITZ ON THE MATTER PRIOR TO 20 SEPTEMBER. 

CO***£NT - REFERENCE TO THESE FOREIGN OFFICE PERSONALITIES

CUBA. CARAVEL REmRKEO AT THE PREVIOUS MEETING, HOWEVER, THAT HE 
WAS INFORMED CUBAN AFFAIRS HAD RECENTLY BEEN PLD<ED UNDER THE 
DIRECTION Of THE OSTABTE I LUNG OF THE FOREIGN MINISTRY. WE HAVE 
TRACES /AS OF MARCH 1 960 / ON A LEG. RAT KARL JULIUS HOFFMANN, CHIEF 
OF THE US-CANAOA DESK OF^ THE FOREIGN OFFICE. WE ALSO HAVE A TRACE 
ON leg. rat 1 , KL. FRANZ-JOSEF HOFFMANN, TRANSFERRED IN EARLY 1960

k, ON THE STRENGTH Of HOFFMANN'S APPROVAL, WHICH CARAVEL FELT 
INDICATED THAT THE MATTER HAD BEEN DISCUSSED WITH OOYOKE OFFICIALS, 
CARAVEL DEC I DEO TO HANDLE HIS RESPONSE TO THE CUBANS THROUGH GERHARD 
MITSCMKE, CHIEF OF THE FOREIGN CRIMINAL POLICE AUTHORITIES SUB- 
SECTION, OF THE BKA'S FOREIGN SECTION, WHO WAS EARLIER THE RECIPIENT 
OF THE CUBAN EMBASSY'S TELEPHONE INVITATION DURING CARAVEL’S ABSENCE. 
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CAHAV£L INSTRUCTED MITSCHKE TO CALL Th£ CuSAN tHtiASSY AFTER HIS 
DEPARTURE AND SAY THAT CARAvEL WOULD BE PLEASED TO ACCEPT ThE INVITA-

TO MAKE IT VERY CLEAR TO ANYONE INTERESTED THAT HIS APPROACH TO THE 
CUBAN INVITATION WAS COMPLETELY OPEN, AND ALSO TO PRESERVE SUFFICIENT 
LATITUDE FOR HIM TO FEEL OUT THE CLIMATE IN CONVERSATION WfTH CUBAN 
REPRESENTATIVES /INTERPOL OR DIPLOMATIC/ IN WASHINGTON BEFORE FINALLY

PLETELY OVERT, OFFICIAL CONTACT WITH VARIOUS OOYOKE OFFICIALS, IN 
ADDITION TO HIS DISGUISED CONTACT WITH US, THE LATTER BEING FOR 
PUBLIC CONSUMPTION A FORMAL BUT NOT WIDELY KNOWN OFFICIAL KUOAHK/ 
CAMEN LIAISON AUTHORIZED BY THE MINISTRY. WE ASKED CARAVEL WHETHER 
THE CUBANS MIGHT BE AWARE OF EITHER OF THESE RELAT lONSH I PS AS A
